A visit paid yesterday -mérning to the 
Municipal Gaol-~an entirely voluntary visit— 
filly explained the unwillingness of the Taotai 
tovisit it, says the NV. C.D, News, of a recent 
date. It would utterly disgust him with his 
own quarters inthe City. The buildings them: 
selves have heen so fully described in the 
Municipal Reports for tg02 and 1904, that it 
would be siperfluous to describe them again, 
They ire handsome, imposing, roomy, light, 
and airy, and most scrupulously clean, Every 
convict has a cell to himself—there are jo of 
these cells—and instead of the trauitional mas- 
bolts and bars, and alitile 
window through which the warder looks now 
and then, each cell has an open iron grille, 
teaching from the ground almost to the ceiling, 
with a door opening on to a corridor which | 
runs the whole length of the building. The 
only furniture is a small black of wood nailed 
to the flose for a pillow, and there is 
absoutely nothing where ‘ditt or insects 

w hartiour, The corridors are lighted by 
very large iron-barred windows, so that t' ere 
is plenty of light. ‘The prisoners are well fed, 
asthe almost complete emptiness of the in- 
firmary shows, and they have healthy exercise 
in'stone-breaking, oakum-picking, the manu- 
factute of coir’ matting and mats fir salema 
large husiness is done in this—and tailoring 
and boot-making. We went through the work: 
shoes under the guidance of Colonel Watson 

{ Mr. Blennerhassett, the head gaoley, and 
aside from their uniforms, it is difficult to 
realise that the men working away so con- 
tenled'y are convicts, A very mild-mannered 
and gentle-looking Chinese, who was earnestly 
engaged in making a boat, was pointed out as 
the redoubtedly Vah Maw-maw} and the 
surviving ‘Supao” prisoner, was engaged, in 
the artistic work of painting cabalistic 
signs on prison uniforms. There were 436 
convicts tn the men’s wards yesterday 
no sing, but in the woman's block, which 
has.

The cracks have widened and a fiesh one 
has developed; the floor of Behn, Meyer & Co's 
godown has sunk four inches; the road is now 
about twelve feet below its original level, and 
‘nf the same height at low water as the surface 
of the river itself.

THE AMERICAN BOYCOTT. 
> | FERLING IN SINGAPORE, 


‘This is the report, presumed to be ofa semi- 
official ature, of the proceedings at the meet- 
ing Gf Chinese merchants and traders held in 
Singapore with reference to the movement ge- 
nerated in Shanghai for boycotting American 
trade because of the stringency of the Chinese 
Exclusion Act.

and so stringently enforced: Mr, Chan Yeow 
Nam was th- proposer of the resalution given 
above and it was carried by acclamation. 

Anterviaivs wih representatives’ of leading’

there is more shadow than substance about the
